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Our Martyrs in Indias 

British letters from India speak in fervid 
terms Of the constancy and courage of the 
American missionaries, who have cheered and 
strengthened the hearts of their brethren from 
other countries among the fearful trials which 
have befallen or threatened them all. The 
Presbyterian missionaries, who were murdered 
by order of Nana Sahib, at Cawnpore, met 
their fearful trial with the glorious spirit. of 
martyrs, the evidence of which has since gone 
abroad to kindle new fire in the breasts of 
their surviving brethren. The journal of Mrs. 
Freeman, to the time when they embarked on 
the Ganges—to be slaughtered in the attempt 
to pass Cawnpore—has been received, in the 
form of a letter, and published. The final 
passages, so touching, so heroic, will send.a 
thrill through the heart of the universal 
church : | 

“We have no place to flee to for shelter, but 
under the covert. of His wings, and there we 
are safe; not but that He may suffer our bodies 
to be slain, and if He does we know he has 
wise reasons for it. I sometimes think our 
deaths would do more good than we would do 
in all our lives; if so, ‘His will be dene.” 
Should I be called to lay down my life, do not 
grieve, dear sister, that I came here, for most 
joyfully will I die for Him who laid dewn His 
life for me.” 

Particular mention is made of “Mr. Butler, 
of the American Methodist Episcopal Church, 
whe came here as the pioneer of their intended 
Indian Mission last cold season, and who set- 
tled at Bareilly, and though he has been 
driven away from that city by a dreadful 
insurrection, has lost all his own household 
property, and his valuable library, and has 
lost toe the aid of his chief and most generous 
supporter, Mr. Robertsen, the judge, who was 
cruelly murdered, writes down still, in undi- 
minished courage and faith, believing con- 
fidently that his way was directed to Bareilly, 
and that his brethren in America will still be 


rmitted to occupy that city and the rest of 


Rohileund, and I doubt not that his faith will 
animate very many, and that God will honor it,” 

Of the state of mind exhibited by our Baptist 
brethren in Burmah—though we are happy to 
believe that the apprehensions then filt no 
longer exist—the same communication says: 

“J have also received letters from Burmah, 
full of the same undismayed assurance. Den- 
uded as that country has been of European 
troops, and well-informed as the King of Ava 
is of the extent of our disasters in this country, 
the missionaries believe that there will cer- 
tainly be an effort to wrest Pegu from us, and 
in such a case, they are well aware that they 
and their Karen converts (many of them in 


unprotected portions of the country) will be |. 


the first victims .of Burmese revenge. But 
none of these things move them. Not a man 


has quitted his post, nor is there the slightest 


indication of failing resolution. The work 
goes on as before, and the American brethren 
and the native preachers labor precisely as 
aforetime.”— Hxaminer. 


The Preacher's Work.

of the work. It shall strengthen him. His 
hand shall grow firm and his heart.calm. His 
eye shall not quail in the presence,of kings. 

e shall stand undismayed before those who in 
the kingdom of God are greater than they. 
Years of trust and tranquil expectation shall 
follow his early struggles; or if emergencies 


thicken as he advances, and one after another 


of those on whom his spirit has leaned for sup- 
port fall from his side, he shall be as the young 
men who increase in strength. He shall learn 
to welcome great trials of his character. With 
a holier joy than Nelson fell at Trafalgar, he 
shall look up and say to every such crisis in 


his ministry, “I thank thee, O my God, that; 


thou hast ‘given me this

_ The Origin of Paper Money. 

The Count de Tendilla, while besieged by 
the Moors in the fortress of Alhambra, was 
destitute of gold and silver wheréwith to pay 
his soldiers, who began to murmur, because 
they had not the means of purchasing the ne- 
cessaries of life from the people of the town. 
“In this dilemma,” says the historian, “ what 
does this most sagacious commander? He 
takes a number of little morsels of paper, on 
which he inscribed various sums, great and 


earnest of their pay. ‘ How,’ you will say, 
‘are soldiers to be paid with scraps of paper ?’ 


| Even so, and well paid, too, as I will presently 
| make manifest, for the, good Count issued a 


proclamation, ordering the inhabitants to take 
the morsels of paper for the full amount there- 
on inscribed, promising to redeem them at a 
future time with gold and silver. Thus by sub- 
tle and most miraculous alchemy, did this cay- 
alier turn worthless paper into precious gold 
and silver, and make his late impoverished ar- 
my abound in money.” The historian «adds, 
“the Count de Tendilla redeemed his promises 
like a loyal knight; and this miracle, as it ap- 
peared in the eyes of the worthy Agapida, is 
the first instance on-record of paper money, 
which has spread throughout the civilized 
world the most unbounded opulence.” 

' This happened in 1484; and thus we see 
that paper money, notwithstandiug all the mal- 
edictions which have been bestowed upon it 
by the ignorant, the unbelieving and the faith- 
less, was the adjunct of the invention of print- 
ing, the. discovery of the Western world, the 
Protestant Reformation, and the increased im- 
pulse given to civilization, industry and learn- 
ing. The more. intelligent and prosperous a 
people, the more it has abounded ; and though 
it has, like all other attributes of civilization 
and liberty, been occusionally abused and de- 
generated into excessive. license, yet. the goo 
has outweighed a hundred fold all the evils, 
and from the rashest and wildest accelerated

The Highest Mountain in the World. 

An interesting paper was recently read. be- 
fore the Academy of Sciences in Paris, on an 
expedition sent out to the East Indies in 1854, 
by the King of Prussia, for scientific purposes. 
|The members of the expedition consisted of 
three brothers, namely, Hermann, Adolphus, 
and Robert ar ae two of whom re- 
turned last year; the third, Adolphus, is still 
exploring among the Himalaya Mountains, 
but is éxpected to return soon. During the 
winter of 1854-55, these enterprising travelers 
visited the region laying between Bombay and 
Madras; in the following summer Hermann 
explored the eastern part of the Himalaya, the 
Sikkim, Bhootan, arid Kossia mountains, where 
he measured. the altitudes of several peaks. 
The highest of all the summits known through- 
out the world appears by his measurements to 
be the Gahoorishanke, situated in the eastern 
portion of Nepaul—the same announced as 
such by Colonel Waugh, but called by him 
Mount Everest, because he had been unable 
te ascertaim its real name in the plains of Hin- 
dostan. © This peak is somewhat more ‘than 
29,000 feet in hight. The.other two brothers, 
Adolphus and Robert, penetrated by different 
roads into the central parts of the Himalaya, 
Kumaon, and Gurwahl; they then visited 
Thibet in disguise, and ascended the Ibi-Ga- 
mine, 22,260 feet in hight, that being, we be- 
lieve, an altitude never before attained in any 
part of the world. | | | 

The chief. results; obtained from this careful 
exploration of Asia are the following :—The 
Himalaya mountains everywhere exercise a 


} decided influence over all the elements of the 


magnetic force; the declination everywhere 
presents a slight deviation, causing the needle 
to converge towards the central parts of that 
enormous mass, and the magnetic intensity is 
greater than anywhere else under an equal 
latitude. . Irregular local variations in terres- 


| trial magnetism are rare in these regions. In 


the Deccan and Bahar the rocks are magnetic. 
On the Himalaya, at altitudes of 17,000 and 
20,000 feet, the daily maximum and minumim 
variations of ‘the barometer occurred nearly 
about the same hours as in the plains below. 

Great storms ‘of dust frequently occur in 
India, during which the disk of the sun ap- 
pears of a blue color; if small bodies are made 
to. project their shadows on a white surface 
under such circumstances the shadow is of an 
orange color, which is complimentary to blue. 
“The travelers also tested the 
of the rivers Ganges, Indus, and ‘Burram- 
pooter..

-Once it was the 
formidable rival of San Francisco in the struggle | 
to become the metropolis of the great Pacific 
West; or rather we might. say San Francisco was } 
its rival, for Benicia was the first to be chosen by 
the American pioneers of business on this coast as 
the general centre of their operations.. But the 
short-sighted: policy. of the early proprietors in 
charging high prices for their town lots, supposing 
that they could ask what they would and it would 
be paid them, ruined the place ; for men ef busi- | 
ness commenced at San Francisco, and trade be- | 
came centered there never to return to Benicia. 
Much of that former bad policy we are inclined to 
attribute yet to the place, otherwise we cannot ex- 


plain the apparent indifference of the people to 


enterprises in their midst of great importance both 
to themselves’ and also to the State. Such an/ 
enterprise of leading prominence is the Benicia | 
Female Seminary, under the sole charge and man- 
agement of Miss Mary Atkins.

‘I. The Christian ‘rule. : What is the precept7of 
the Bible? ‘Full divorce is allowed for one cause 
only—conjugal infidelity. 

We have Christ's teaching, explicitly manifesto 
of the new dispensation, a summary of Christian 
rales. In it our Lord says : (Matt. 5: 31, 32,) # “It 
hath been said, whosoever shall put away his wife, 
let him give her.a writing of divorcement ; but I 
say unt) you, that whosoever shall put away his 
wife, saving for the cause of fornication, causeth her 
to commit adultery : and whosoever shall were her 
that-is divorced, committeth adultery.” 

‘The same thing is enlarged upon in Matt. 19: 
3-9: “The Pharisees also came unto him, tempting 
him, and saying unto him, is it lawful for a man ‘to 
put away his wife for every cause? And he an- 
swered and said unto them, have ye not read, that 
He which made them at the beginning, made them 
male and female, and said, for this cause shall a man 
leave father and mother, and cleave to his wife ; and 


_ they twain shall be oneflesh? ‘Wherefore they are 
no more twain, but oné flesh. ‘What therefore, God

LETTER DOWNIEVILLE. 
The Burning of the Town—Incidents of the Fire. 
» ,Downtevite, Jan, 6th, 1858. 

Eprrors:—Our mountain village has 
lately been the scene of a terrible and disastrous 
fire—some acount of which I am requested to con- 
vey to the columns of your paper, — 

‘New Years never dawned more brightly, or the 
prospects for the new year more prosperously for 
Downieville than dawned the present year. 
our joy and congratalations — how quickly they 
turned to terror and wailing ! 
‘noon a sick man, lying in the St. Charles Hotel, 
accidentally overturned his candle, but was. too 
feeble to stop the flame, which caught instantly, 
and soon enveloped the building. The wind was 
very high, blowing down river, away from town, 
but the buildings were so closely crowded that nohe 
could be saved. ° The heat was so intense that it | 
soon became evident that the fire would be com- 
municated across the river to Jersey Flat. Here 
were situated a large number of the dwellings of | 
‘our citizens, our churches, and a splendid building } 
belonging to the Masons and Odd Fellows. 

The Congregational church had just been erect- 
ed. The exterior was finished, and had won the 
jadmiration of the whole community for its neat 
finish and elegance of proportion. 
pointed to worship in it for the first time on the 
first Sabbath of: the year, but our hopes were 
blasted. Our new and beautifal house is laid in 
ashes, and we are now as a church desolate. 
burning of the church’ spire was a sublime sight. 
It stood long ‘after the surrounding buildings had 
fallen. One of our friends beautifully says, “It was 
like a dying Christiau, as, while his strength rap- 
idly fails, his faith grows brighter, and pointing 
upward to the skies he invites all about him to 
meet him in heaven, and as he falls into the sleep 
of death, his last.look is heaven-ward.” 

It is a bitter trial to us to lose our church—a sore 
It had been raised with great | 
self-denial and effort, and was approaching comple- 
tion with fair promise of entire freedom from debt. 
But as our pastor truly says, “ We gave our money 
in building that church, to Jesus, and he has used it: 
it in his own way. 1t is not a way we expected 
or hoped for, bat if it is his way, it is right.” 

About half of Jersey Flat was burned over. 
atést exertion the Methodist church’ was 
,Mough sadly scorched by the heat. 
large aa costly building known as Fraternity Hall, 
was burned. This is a heavy blow to the Orders 
who had with so much energy erected it, as well as 
a great loss to the town of which it was justly a 
boast and ornament. 

- You will have Jearned by the daily papers the 
extent of the loss sustained by the business portion 
The appearance of the. town 
the day after the fire was most melancholy. The 
suburbs where the houses wandered along up the 
river, or dotted the hillsides or the banks of the 
town were. untouched by fire, but 
* and centre of the town was a black 
waste. A few timbers, a burning heap here and 
there was all that. was left of the long and crowded 
mass of buildings. 

But our townsmen are ehnigiitinaliy at work 

The sound of hundreds of hammers strikes 
‘my ear as I look out. The blackened earth is al- 
ready hiding itself under a crowd’ of new buildings, 
many temporary, indeed, but. many also permanent 
and well built. It was sad to see the drinking- 
houses first to rise, and to see the prevailing drunk- 
enness the day after the fire. It was sad also during 
‘the fire, to see men saving billiard. tables, while 
provisions were burning, and while by a little exer- 
tion on their part the: homes of the people and the 
house of God might have* been saved. But alas!. 
half the town was either wild with terror or with 
drink. Many have been. heard to say that they 
would like to do that fire ¢ over again, knowing that. 
it could be better managed. 
There was_a terrible explosion of gunpowder in 
the fiercest rage of the fire. A handted kegs, 
which by the good providence of God were loosely 
stored in a barn loft, expluded, with, however, but 
little damage to any one. If it had been stored in 
a cellar, or confined in any way, it would sone 
have demolished the entire village. 

‘The unfortunate sufferers by the fire were cucell 
for by those whose hemes were saved. . Also re- 
lief*in money and blankets was sent from neighbor- 
ing towns. There is much to admire in the whole- 
hearted: generosity of Californians.

WALKER AND HIS FILLIBUSTERS. 

AsPpINWALL, Dec. 14th, 1857. 
Epirors Paciric: Again the fillibuster, Walker, 
is among us, and for once, we-are glad to see him, 
for he is in custody of U.S. officers. As you learn- 
ed by the last mail, he succeeded in getting off from 
New Orleans.and Mobile, with his troops and equip- 
ments, (no doubt by connivance of the U.S offi- 
cials,) and landed at San Juan del Norte, without 
‘molestation from the U. 8. sloop-of-war, which was 
stationed there to intercept him. Immediately on 
the arrival of the Jast mail from New York, Com- 
modore Paulding, by instructions from home, left 
here in the steam frigate Wabash, for San Juan, 
and arriving there found Walker camped on Punta 
Arenas, (the former grounds of the steamship Co.) 
behind temporary breastworks, and prepared to give 
battle to any and every one, except U. S. marines. 
What transpired for two or three days, Iam not in- 
formed, but at the end of this time, a small steamer 
came down’ the river, for the purpose of carrying 
Walker and his men up to their expected field of 
conquest But all unawares, she had run into the 
jaws of the lion. Nodoubt Walker supposed that 
Commodore Paulding would be as lax with him, as 
were the U.S. officials at Mobile, (they were hand 
in glove with him, and on board his steamer Fashion, 
till the very hour of her sailing, if the word of the 
fillibusters themselves, is to be taken,) or he would 
not have allowed this steamer to come within reach 
of the guns of the Wabas', but he had mistaken his 
man. When the steamer came in sight, Conimo- 
‘dore Paulding sent on board and took passession of 
her in the name of his government, and then in- 
‘formed Walker that he should not allow him to 

proceed up the river, | 3 
The rest of the story is soon told, Walker was 
‘compelled to surrender his men and arms to the 
Commodore, who put them on board the Saratoga 
and sent them to the U. S., I suppose to New York. 
Walker, himself, by his own request, was taken on 
board the Wabash, and brought here to be transfcr- 
red to New York, on the mail steamer. As soon 
as the surrender was made, Walker’s men broke 
open their whiskey barrels, of which they had an 
ample supply, and officers and men got thoroughly 
drunk. They also brought whiskey in pails to the 
boats’ crews of the Wabash, that they too, might 
get drunk, but, to their honor, be it said, they refused 
-to drink, and uyset. the pails as fast as they were 

brought. | 

On the way hither, Walker fraternized with the 
‘officers of the Wabash, and was. quite communica- 
tive. Heseemed to feel greatly disay pointed at this 
‘abrupt ending of his foul scheme, and declared that 
had his captors been only British, instead of Amer- 
icans, he would have sold the lives of his party to 
them at a dear rate. He conducted himself. more 
like a gentleman on board the Wabash, than when 
on the St. Marys, and won the good opinion of such

twenty-five, tent originate in the waste of con- 
stitution by smoking! The vicious habit de- 
stroys more than the public-house!. The use 
ot tobacco is the chief source of general debil- 
ity, nervous trembling of ihe hands, weakness 
of the extremities, cancer of the tongue, disease 
of the stomach, jaundice, and in very many in- 
stances of insanity, as the reports of the lunatic 
asylums plainly testify. If the habit’ is con- 
tracted at too early an age (at the present mo- 
ment too prevalent a habit) it stunts the growth, 
and causes permanent muscular weakness. Dr. 
Webster remarks that on post-mortem exami- 
nations of the bodies of inveterate smokers 
“cretinism” is always present. Lord Carlisle, 
in his recent work on Turkey, strongly con- 
demns the use of the weed. He remarks that 
he had every opportunity of judging for him- 
self from a residence among them, and that 
the Turks have from constantly smoking well 
earned for themselves “the title of the lazy 
Turks!” The late Professor James Johnstone, 
in his Chemistry of Common Life, after re- 
cording the opinions of one or two German 
savants in favor of tobacco, adds, “I regret to 
say that I never in my own ease derived the 
same benefits and pleasures from the use of 
the weed as described by them in their own 
individual cases.”

Is it in pity of the 
bull? or even of the half-brute who goads on 
to battle? Is it not that to find pleasure in 
cruelty to man or beast depraves the mind, and 
hardens the heart of.the speetator? That’s 
the point, Mr. Macaulay, and the Puritans were 
right. Never mind the bear—he could bear 
it (excuse the pun) much better than the peo- 
ple who grew ursine and brutal, while they 
rejoiced in the agonies of Bruin.— Boston Post.

More Sorgho Sugar. 

Since our last issue, we have received an- 
other sample of crystallized sugar made from 
the juice of the Sorgho sugar cane, by D. M. 
Cook, of Mansfield, Ohio. By the use of a 
peculiar evaporator, he states that -he found 
no difficulty in crystallizing the syrup of this 
cane. He asserts that the Sorgho can be 
ripened throughout all’ the Northern States, 


and that its juice is as crystallizable a sac- | 


charine product as that of the common sugar 
cane. He also affirms that with proper culti- 
vation it will yield 1,000 pounds of sugar to 
the acre, and may reach double this amount. 
At five cents per pound, this will be $50 per 
acre, or $5,000 for one hundred acres. If this 


be so, the next question is, at what cost can it 


be raised and made into sugar? It requires 
as much skill, care and expense to cultivate 
and secure it as corn, and after this it will cost 
as much inore to express its Juice, concentrate 
it, and bring it into a crystallizable condition. 
We are still of opinion that it never can com- 
pete with the genuine sugar cane grown in the 


Southern States for yielding juice, but we 
earnestly hope it may. 


Two Methodist ministers in North Carolina, 
Messrs. Edwards and Rosser, have been “ dis- 
ciplined” for indulgence in the game of ten- 
pins, at the Virginia Springs, last Summer.— 
They pleaded guilty, expressed regret for the 
act, stated that they were not conscious of in- 
tention to do wrong, and promised not to do so 
any more.
